lecture.on Sandwich Law 


John King Called for Decision 


of Supreme Court — Chairman 
Stearns Said Burden 
is on 


Hotel Keepers to Prove 'That 
Visitors are Guests in the In- 
tent of the Law . 


The hoard of police held a conference 


with the hotel-keepers of this city yes- 
terday afternoon, at the ijadtinarters of 
the former body for the^purpose of im- 
proving conditions relative to the sale 
of liquor on Sunday. 
The board ex- 


plained at .some length what was ex- 
pected of the. hotel-keepers and asked 
for Ihetr co-operation In the. observance 
of the law as well us the rules of the 
board.

are guests. 
Unless circumstances are 


such in each individual case as to jus- 
tify yoii in believing 
that the 
man 


really comes to your house for food or 
lodKlng it is your business to refuse to 
sell him. You arc not justified, in our 
opinion, in believing that large num- 
bers of D'joplo come to your house on 
Sunday, ordering merely a sandwich 
and liquor. ;)nd come there as guests. 
Because so many, of them show by their 
actions in not eating the sandwich, or 
In catinjf part of it only, any man of 
ordinary common sense may 
discern 


that what they arc after Is 'the liquor 
and not the sandwich. 
Unless some- 


thing more appears in an 
individual 


case than a mere request for a sand- 
wich and Ilmior, we think you are not 
justified In making the sale of 
liquor. 


We do.not mean to say by this that if 
a man genuinely wants a sandwich 
and that is all. that he isn't entitled 


uor, that he is a guest. It does not de- 
cide anything of the 
kind. 
A guest 


under the doctrine of law adopted in 
this state Is one who has gone to the 
hotel In Question for food or lodging, 
and nobody else. Moreover, the burden 
of proof of showing that persons who 
are served with liquor are guesis is 
or. the hotel keeper, in other words, it 
!S a prima facie case against a hotel 
keeper holding a license that on Sun- 
day a person is served with liquor in 
his hotel. The burden of ihc goveni- 
nent Is.in the prst Instance sustained 
•nerely by showing that fact and noth- 
ng niorc. The. burden, as I have stat- 
ed, Is then upon the Innkeeper lo show- 
one of two things, either, nrsi, thai Ihe 
person ordering (he liquor is a person 
who has in good faith come inlo the 
Hotel for the purpose of obtaining food 
or lodging, or, second, that the actions 
of the person who has come'into Ihe 
hotel are sufficient to justify the hotel 
keeper In believing that such person 
did come there for food or 
lodging. 


The hotel keeper is not, under the doi-- 
trlne of the case of the Commonwealth 
against Regan held to read tbe man's 
Tnlnd. 
If the man had an undisclosed 


mention of going to the hotel merely 
o get llqiior but his actions and words 
Justify the hotel keeper In 
believing 


hat he went there primarily to get 
'ood or lodging, then the hotel keener 
'ins a right lo sell liquor lo him. and he 
s In the meaning of the law a guest 113 
far HS the hotel keeper is concerned. 


"The most favorable construction for 


the innkeeper of the Rogan case 
is 


lhat a man doesn't have to order what 
Is generally called a full meal to justify 
the innkeeper in 
believing: thai 
he 


came there for food. Many a man goes 
nto a cafe, restaurant, or hotel, and 
orders a sandwich, either because he is 
in a hurry, can't stop in eat more, or 
because he is. perhaps, late to a meal 
ind doesn't want to eat much before 
his next one, or perhaps evr-n because 
lie can't afford to buy more, so that the 
mere fact that a man asks for a nand- 
wlch, and a sandwich only, couldn't of 
itself put the hotel keeper upon notice 
that he came there primarily for liquor 
and not as a guest." 


.Mr. King—"That is a legal opinion?" 
Chairman Stearns—"Yes."

on tlie other hand, there were a few ho- 
tels who were abiding by the law and 
/inaking. improvements. ._. It wa.s. stated 
that the board is not looking for the 
punishment of the hotel-keepers but to 
keep the condition of the city what the 
legislature .bas decreed it should be. • 


Chairman Stearns referred 
to the 


statutes relative to people" who resorted 
to hotels for liquor and asking for food 
as a subterfuge and described the 
inclining of the word "guest." 


Mr. King, of the Park hotel, fnicriccl 


the. board relative to tlio language of 
the .statute law and the findings of the 
supreme court. 


The finding jn the' so-called 'Began 


case, a test case, was also read in part 
by Mr. Stearns. 


Chairman Stearns Speaks. 


The. meeting was called 
to ordor 


shortly after four o'clock and after the 
hotel-keepers had seated themselves in 
front of the counter in the outer office 
of 
the 
board 
of police 
Chairman 


Stearns, addressing those assembled, 
said: 


Gentlemen, You are well'iiware that 


the police department has obtained its 
information regarding the conduct of 
tbe hotels on Sunday through four in 
specting officers, and I will add that 
those inspecting ofhcers have made 
written reports to the board during the 
year which have been furnished to us 
weekly, and which IIHVO been read by 
the superintendent to the board on the 
evening- of Tuesday, our regular meet- 
ing night. 
Those reports have varied 


according to circumstances and 
con- 


ditions found by ,those 
officers 
from 


^tinie to time. In this variation, how- 
ever,. the board bas felt that there has 
been on the iiart of most of the hotels 
a. general inclination downward from 
the standard which was outlined at the 
beginning of the year, and which tbe 
hotels began with. This decline from 
the standard does not apply to all thr 
hotels, we are happy to say; we believe 
there are some who have upheld the 
standard and. if anything, 
have 
im- 


proved conditions.. 


What we are looking for in this con- 


nection is not. after all. so much, the 
punishment of men for what is passed 
as to keep the moral condition of the 
city in the future what the legislature 
of tlv commonwealth has decreed 
il 


should be, for instance to sec' that li- 
censees do not put temptation in the 
way of those who would be injured b> 
tbe 
UFO oi intoxicating- liquor beyont' 


what is permitted by the statutes of 
the commonwealth. 


Now. 
in view of this suggestion, we 


havu called you berc today to state to 
\ou as clearly and as briefly as possi- 
ble that conditions in the hotels ought 
and must he improved. 
Xow. I shouk 


like to call your attention to a few 
words that are not the words of th 
board btit cman;!te from a good au- 
thority. and whose meaning and inter- 
pretation tbe board adopts for the. tini 
bejns at any rate. 
The words are as 


follows: 
"The statutes of this com- 


monwealth do not permit you to sell 
lirjuor mi Sunday to any one, who hns 
not ret-orTed to you for food or lodging.

Supreme Court Decision 


Chairman Stearns read from the Re- 


gan case, referred to by Mr. King, and 
said: "The business of an innholder is 
not put under a ban by the law. 
It 


must be assumed to be 
respectable 


even when involving the sale of liquors 
by license. We cannot suppose that 
the legislature meant to make its li- 
cense illusory and the Innbolders' lia- 
bility to fine a pure matter of chance 
as they would be if the innholder Is 
responsible whenever a guest 
want3 


the food he pays-for only as a means 
of 'obtaining his drink. 
The statute 


mposes a penalty and it should be con- 
strued in a reasonable, practical way 
rather than so as to make the business 
impossible or a lottery. Is that all?" 


Mr. King: "I think'that is all 1 care 
to quote." 


Chairman Stearns: "Did you want 


to make any explanation?" 


Mr. King: "1 think that explains it- 


self. That is the language of the last 
court of appeals of this state." 


Chairman Stearns: 
"There is no 


question in your mind as to the defini- 
tion of what a guest is tinder the doc- 
trine of the law adopted in this com- 
monwealth, namely, one who has gone 
to the hotel in question for food 
or 


lodging, and nobody else?' 


Mr. King: "Judge Bell decided that, 


judge of the superior court." 
What "Guest" Means 


Chairman Stearns: "The next para- 


graph—^'According to the common us- 
age of English speech, the word "guest" 
signifies a relation determined by out- 
ward circumstances, not by inward in- 
lent. No doubt the instruction was 
based upon the words 'who have re- 
sorted to his house for food.' But those 
words are satisfied if to purchase food 
is the actual purpose of the. one who 
resorts to his house. 
They do not re- 


ciulre the purpose mentioned to be the 
final motive. A man resorts to a house 
for food who goes there intending to 
buy food and eat it. nml none the less 
that the motive of his intent is an ul- 
terior desire." 


Mr. King—"That cafe. 
Mr. Chair- 


man, 
was on a 
charge 
by a former 


judge to a jury, and exceptions were 
taken. 
Tho first judge instructed Ihe 


jury if a man went to a hotel and pur- 
chased M turkey tbe landlord was lia- 
ble.

that if a person went there and had 
food that he might be served with liq- 
uor If he saw fit to order it before or 
with his food? He is quoted as saying 
so in'the papers." 


Chairman' Stearns —"Commissioner 


Boulger has called my attention to this 
question that' was put to Judge Bell by 
an attorney for one of the recent liquor 
cases.. .'There is no law applicable to 
these cases that requires an innhblder 
lo refuse to serve, liquor to a giteBt be- 
fore the guest bas begun to eat.1 Then 
the judge says. 'That Is true: a man is 
a guest when he gets in there and 
takes a seat with the double purpose 
of drinking and eating; if he has that 
double purpose, then he is a guest, and 
it Is to a guest he Is entitled to sell 
nquor.' 


1 "I think that is all, unless there is 
some other question. I think we will 
leavp the subject for your considera- 
tion.'.' . 


Burden on Hotel Keepers 


At the conclusion 'of 
Iho meeting, 


after the hotel keepers bad 
left 
the 


room, three of them returned and Mr" 
Cushing said: "As we were going 
down, .Mr. Dickey and I didn't take the 
same meaning from what you said, and 
he thought that you said that a sand- 
wich did not entitle us to sell any liq- 
uor, and 1 said 'No.'" 


Chairman Stearns—"There is no one 


thing that any hundred men can come 
Into your house and ask for which in 
Itself, would be.satisfactory. Each case 
depends upon its own merits: the bur- 
den Is put upon you by the law. You 
are to be satisfied that he really wants 
the food. 
You are not to govern your 


sale of liquor by any arbitrary rule of 
the sale of any one or more articles of 
food. 
The burden is not put upon us 


to tell ycu what to serve. The statute 
puts the burden upon you to satisfy 
us that these people are guests, not 
upon us to give you any specific rule." 


The board .then adjourned.

Secretary State Board of Agriculture: 


Dear Sir—I visited the fair of tho 


Middlepex North Agricultural society, 
at Dracut, on Thursday. Oct. 1. The 
train being delayed, I did not arrive at 
the hall until 12.30 p. m. 
On making 


myself known. I was quickly taken to 
the vestry of a nearby church, where a 
farmer's dinner was being served, to 
which I am sura I did ample justice. 


Tills society does not now own any 


grounds, but holds its fairs with one of 
the many granges In that section. Dra- 
cut Grange hall was well filled with an 
exhibition of fruits, flowers, vegetables 
and domestic manufactures, while the 
basement held quite a 
poultry show. 


One interesting feature was the exhibit 
of three granges for prizes. Not only 
were the fruit and vegetables of these 
exhibts of fine quality, but quite an 
amount of taste was displayed in the 
arrangement of the same. 


A number of milch cows and young 


heifers were shown, all of good qual- 
ity, also several good farm teams. 


A baby show was another quite tak- 


ing event to all, except possibly the 
babies themselves. 


Fakirs were noticeable by their ab- 


sence, and as tlie erounils, hall and 
church were well filled all the after- 
noon, it is proof conclusive that fakirs 
and a horse trot are not always need- 
ful to secure an attendance at an ag- 
ricultural fair. The closing event was 
a lime contest between two local fij-e 
companies of the town, which produced 
no end o( fun. 


I would suggest that if the names of 


tho varieties of fruit and vegetables 
were attached to each, it might prove 
more interentlnpr as well as instructive.

gether an assemblage ot the nation's 
leading men in commercial, financial and 
political activity, and whose Importance 
may be expected to rival the 
noted 


White House Conservation conference, 
held by President Roosevelt last May. 


The joint conference will bo In prog- 


ress four days and will be the 
lirst 


conference wherein tangible data as to 
the scope of the natural resources in 
the United States will be presented by 
the committee and a practical plan 
mapped out whereby conservation may 
be accomplished. 


President Roosevelt will deliver an 


address the opening day as w 
T!il other 


distinguished men. Including governors, 
senators, representatives, bankers and 
other business men. John J. Hill, John 
Mitchell. Andrew Carnegie and a score 
of other representative men have ac- 
cepted Invitations to be present. 


Since the conference, seven months 


ago. when the president quickened the 
interest of the entire nation In one of 
Its most' preplexing problems, the na- 
tional conservation commission has 
made an Inventory ot the natural re- 
sources of the country. This Inventory, 
which embraces waters, minerals, for- 
ests and lands, will be by Gifford Pln- 
chot, chairman of the commission, who 
in his report to the president Jan. 1 
will make recommendations which both 
the work of tiic commission and the 
joint conference may suggest as vital 
in solving the conservation problem.

Ilie Crew of the Florence A. 


Rescued With Difficulty 


CHATHAM, Nov. 2S.-ln rounding 


Monomoy Point at an early hour today 
the two masted schooner Florence A. 
of Rockland, lumber laden, from Ban- 
gor to New Bedford, was driven onto 
the west side 
of 
the Handkerchief 


shoal by a strong westerly breeze and 
an easterly tide, and pounded so heav- 
ily that at dawn she was full of water 
nnd it was with considerable difficulty 
that her crew of five men was brought 
ashore by the lifesaving crew from the 
Monomoy Point station. 


The flicker of the schooner's white 


fails was discerned about 12.30 a. m. by 
the south patrol. 
Knowing that the 


Mule vessel was close to the shoal, the 
patrolman burned his torch and start- 
ed hack to the station to warn his com- 
rades. As he hurried back through the. 
sand he saw the danger torch from the. 
schooner 
and 
knew 
that 
ph« had 


struck. 


Half a gale of wind 
was 
blowing 


from the westward and tho surf was 
beating heavily on the western side- of 
Monomoy Point. 
This did not daunt 


Capt. Keltey and his sturdy crew and 
they bravely launched their boat. 
It 


was a three mile row In a most con- 
fused sea against the breeze before the. 
lifesavers ranged alongside the strand- 
ed schooner. As soon as they clam- 
bered aboard they hoisted the foresail 
and mainsail and waited for the, west- 
erly tide in the hope of working her 
off. 
After 
four hours of hard labor, 


during which the schooner pounded ifb 
heavily that she opened up and filled, 
the attempt was abandoned. 


AB soon as it was light, Capt. Kelly 


advised Capt. Mclntyre of the Florence 
A. to leave his vessel and to send to 
vineyard Haven or Boston for a tug. 
The schooner was abandoned at 6.30 a. 
m., and an hour later all hands reached 
shore in safety, some of the crew 
bringing a few of their personal ef- 
fects. 


Capt. Mclntyre of the Florence A. 


stated that ho left Bangor early in the 
week for New Bedford, but was forced 
to make, frequent stops on account of 
the fog, He made a good trip around 
the end of the cape and came over the. 
shoals during the early evening. 
In 


beating up for anchorage to Bass river 
he failed to estimate the strength of 
the easterly tldo and found himself on 
the shoal. 


The Florence A. was built in Cherry- 


neld, Me., in 1S90, and was 120 tons net. 
She is 96 feet over ail, 27 feet beam 
and 7 feet draught. Her present hail- 
ing port Is Rockland, and Capt. Mcln- 
tyre said that the cargo and a portion 
of the vessel was Insured. 


The Hfesavers were of the opinion 


today that the vessel 
was so well 


opened by her severe pounding during 
the night that it would be. difficult to 
float her, especially as a tug would be 
unable to get within half a mile of her, 
so far was she driven on the shoal.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2S.—President 


elect 'William H. Taft has accepted an 
Invitation to preside over and address 
a joint conference of tha National Con- 
servation Commission which the gov- 
ernors of all states will attend In this 
city, Dec. 8, an event which brings to- 
gether an assemblage ot the nation's 
leading men In commercial, financial and 
political activity, and whose Importance 
may be expected to rival the noted 
White House Conservation conference, 
held by President Roosevelt last May. 


The joint conference will be In prog- 


ress four days and will be the llrst 
conference wherein tangible data as to 
the scope ol.the natural resources In 
the United States will be presented by 
tho committee and a practical plan 
mapped out whereby conservation may 
be accomplished. 


President Hoosevelt will deliver an 


address tho opening day as will other 
distinguished men, including governors, 
senators, representatives, bankers and 
other business men. John J. Hill, John 
Mitchell. Andrew Carnegie and a score 
o( other representative men havo ac- 
cepted Invitations to be present. 


Since the conference, seven months 


ago, when the president quickened the 
Interest of the entire nation In one of 
ils most preploxing problems, the na- 
tional conservation commission 
has 


made an Inventory of the natural re- 
sources of tha country. This inventory, 
which embraces waters, minerals, for- 
ests and lands, will be by Gifford Pin- 
chot, chairman of the commission, who 
In his report to tho president Jan. 1 
will make recommendations which both 
the work of the commission and the 
Joint conference may suggest as vital 
in solving the conservation problem.

The latest 
edition of the toque fulfills none of 
these qualifications, yet it will be worn 
and praised because it Is new. 


The majority of these toques arc of 


fur and marabou, marabou dyed all 
shades, and a couple of couteaux, o'r 
wlnsfs, arc placed at the left side as 
sole trimming. On all sides these fur 
and marabou toques have elicited ad- 
miration, but in spite ot a very gen- 
eral belief to the contrary fur is not 
becoming to the face In such close 
proximity unless the complexion Is an 
exceptional one. There is not sufficient 
contrast to the hair, and it tends to 
make the skin look harsh and old. 
Broad bands of fur are used around 
the low, flat crowns of hats and are 
finished off at the left side with long 
tall feathers' or a large gold or silver 
rose. 


Apropos of hats, the size of some of 


the newest creations affords oppor- 
tunity for reflection. By all the laws 
of proportion, when the trend of fcmi- 
nlnk fashion is toward skimpy, at- 
tenuated skirts and tight .sleeves and 
shoulders, headgear should be small 
to balance these characteristics. But 
dress, like dreams, goes by contraries. 


Tho fuller and more balloonllko tha 
skirts the smaller and more Jaunty 
grow the hats and toques, while now, 
when the classic is the desired *il- 
houc-tte of womankind, the larger are 
our hats, and the toques are like great 
extinguishers. But the growth la hap- 
pily horizontal and not upward, and 
the sweep of the winter hat brim is de- 
ctdediy picturesque. 
These very large 


hats, foolish as they look off the head, 
are really becoming, for, worn welt 
down on the head as they are, they 
throw tho face into shadow and soften 
aggressive features, making the face 
smaller by comparison. 


For morning wear these large hats 


are covered with stretched satin or 
cashmere and simply trimmed with an

maneuvered as French fingers know

all in self tones. A charming hat
